The  Town  Public  sfrpply  has  boen  sufficient  in  quantity  and  has 
given  satisfactory  bacteriological  analysis  after  chic rinat ion. , the 
raw  water  has  however  git)sn  fairly  high  bacterioligicai  contents 
on  several  occasions  showing  tho  need  for  unremitting  attention  • 
to  tho  process  of  Chlorination. 

A sample  of  water  from  a well  supplying  four  cottages  in  a 
proposed  Clearance  Area  was  found  to  be  contaminated,.  The  well 
was  at  once  closed  und  replaced  by  a stand  pipe  pending  tho 
evacuation  of  tho  cottages.
